litical influence, has resulted from the audit- 
ing of the books of the Chicago drainage 
board for the fifteen years up to the advent 
of the present administration. 

A final report, giving all receipts and dis- 
bursements, and touching at times upon the 
reasons for numerous exorbitant paymenta, 
was submitted to the trustees yesterday aft- 
ernoon by Btuart & Young, public account- 
ants, but was not made a subject for discus- 
sion in open meeting. It was passéd to the 
finance committee for consideration, and 
probably will form the subject of interesting 
comment and possible action in the future. 

No single instance in the board's fifteen 
years of extravagance was selected by the 
auditors for special mention. Instead, it is 
stated in their report the entire history of 
the body seems to be checkered with doubtful 
dealings. Not even Allee Jones and his 
French chateau or Joe Braden is singled 
out, . 


Machine Influence at Start. 

But the accountants make it plain that 
almost from the start politics got a hold 
upon the affairs of the sanitary district and 
the machine hand ig seen throughout. Im- 
mense contracts went awry, double the 
agreed price was paid in several instances, 
lavish salaries Were allowed to special coun- 
sel and other employés who had the neces- 
sary “ pull,” and funds were wasted in large 
sums for entertainment,“ which included 
almost in every instance dozens of bottles 
of “extra dry,” 10 year old whisky, and 
“straight Havanas.” 

Luncheons that cost, §6 or $7 a plate were 
frequent. It was easy, the people's money 
being used, 

Thousands of dollare were thus wasted 
for the amusement of the trustees and 
their guests, and at the same time no 
effort was made to collect vast sums which 
were and are the rightful due of the sani- 
tary district. The books show no record of 
$500,000 that is due from the city of Chi- 
cago, no comment is made on the fact that 
there is over $1,000,000 of unpaid taxes, half 
of which sum is on real estate, 

Careless Way of Board. 

All through the fifteen years of itt history 

now laid bare, the board sauntered along 


fashion, not forgetting, on at least one 
oceasion, to attend to personal adornment 
by the purchase of gold stars at §50 each. 

The report, dealing with the most impor- 
tant matters: first, takes up the receipts 
of the board. From taxes, for general pur- 
poses and for water power, these amount to 
$82,680.051; from bonds there has accrued 
517.189.000, and from other sources, includ- 
ing land and dock accounts; tax warrants 
and crushed stone sales about $400.000 more. 

The assets are summed up at $37.807.351, 
which sum includes a valuation of 56.988 944 
on the right of way, delinquent debts to the 
extent of $645,546, and cash $552,404. The 
liabilities, bonds outstanding $17,760,000 and 
debit accounts to contractors and others 
of about $297,000. 


Appraising Too Costly. 

Turning then directly to expenditures, the 
auditors’. findings show the cost of proper- 
ties along the canal to be $6,983,944. In this 
account the item of appraising is questioned. 
Two specific instances are the payment of 
61.880 to E. Lee Heidenrich for thirty-seven 
days’ work and to D. H. Barnes $650 for 
twenty-six days. The McDonald Engineer- 
ing company was paid $2,500 and E. A. Bax- 
ter $2,700 for appraising two elevators, 

In the construction of the main channel the 
figures show that great lenfiency was allowed 
contractors in enlarging their bills over their 
estimates andin transferring their contracts. 
One specific instance is mentioned as follows: 

“On the extension channel, water power 
section No. 1, a contract was awarded to 
Joseph J. Duffy in October, 1903. In his bid, 
which was the lowest, there was an item of 
$45,000 for raising the wire mills road bridge 
to grade. This item in other bids was esti- 
mated at $1,000 and $2,000. We think that 
there ought to be some explanation of this 
inconsistency—namely: that in the lowest 
bid a small item of apparently $1,000 to 62,000 
value should have been raised to $45,000,” 


Nearest to Actual “Graft.” 

The bridge subject was the one upon which 
the auditors came nearest to touching actual 
evidences of “graft.” The difference of 
$63,824 between bids and prices paid on the 
Southwest boulevard bridge is emphasized. 
The same is true of the eight track bridge, 
the competing bidders for which were C. L. 
Strobel and the Scherzer Rolling Lift Bridge 
company. The latter was awarded the con- 
tract, although its estimate was the higher 
by $138,716. Its opponent attempted to check 
the transaction by a writ of injunction, but 
withdrew his action. Concerning the deal 
phe report has this to say: : 

“As a result of advertisements in March, 
1808, several bids were received for the con- 
struction of this bridge. Among others were 
bids dy the Scherzer Rolling Lift Bridge 
company and C. L. Strobel, as follows:

„ These bids were considered at length and, 
after discussion on the respective merits of 
the designs and the cost of each, it was de- 
cided by a majority of one that the Scherzer 
design was the more satisfactory, notwith- 
standing the excess in cost over the other of 
$133,716. It may be mentioned that both de- 
signs met with the approval of the engineer- 
ing department of the district, and the rall- 
road companies interested, and that a minor- 
ity report signed by Zina R. Carter and B. 
A. Eckhart was in favor of awarding the 
contract. to C. L. Strobel. The Scherzer bid 
was accepted at $360,140, and $27,000 was paid 
for the plans. 

Shifting of Contract Costly. 

After seme delay in the execution of the 
contract by the Scherzer firm the district 
consented to release them of the contract 
and it was assigned to McArthur Bros. for 
construction of substructure, and to the 
A. & P. Roberts company for construction 
of the superstructure. As a result the con-

CRISIS NEARING A CLIMAX. 


Situation, Precipitated by Strike. Grows 
More Serious Each Hour. 


. PARIS, April 25.—Every hour adds to the 
gravity of the situation precipitated by the 
Atrike developments, ane 

The government is pouring troops Into the 
city to meet any emergency that may arise 
May 1, when a demonstration of the most 
serious character is looked for. Already 
2,000 troops have been stationed in the base- 
ments of the Grand palace, where the nation- 
al art salons are being held 

The military authorities are making prep- 
arations for trouble on so elaborate a scale 
that it is impossible any longer to conceal 
the crisis which the government is facing, 


Terror Spread by Rumors, 

Alarming reports have been in circulation 
throughout the city during che day. One 
of these says that Spanish and Swiss an- 
archists have succeeded in smuggling scoree 
of bombs of the most deadly nature into the 
city. 

The entire police and detective force and 
all the secret service machinery of the gov- 
ernment is straining every nerve to prevent 
the realization of the anarchists’ plans. 

The government is now thoroughly alive 
to the necessity for overawing military prep- 
arations. Infantry and cavalry have been 
stationed at every important center in antici- 
pation of disorder. 


Fallieres Coping with Crisis. 

Frequent conferences are being held be- 
tween President FallMéres, Premier Sarrien, 
Interior Minister Clemenceau, and the mill- 
tary and police chiefs. M. Fallleres during 
the day also received representatives of 
the great iron, steel, mining, and spinning 
industries. 

M. Clemenceau has vostponed a notable 
political epeech, which he intended to make 
or Sunday, until Med 3, for the purpose of 
giving his undivided attention to the main- 
tenance of order. 

The strikers already out are comparatively 
quiet before the overawing force of troops 
and police. The places of business of the 
manufacturing jewelers are heavily guarded, 

About 1,000 book printers made a mani- 
festation today, and several minor affrays 
occurred. 


Magazines Forced to Suspend. 

Two magazines have suspended owing to 
inability to print their editions. The ranks 
of the local strikers were increased today 
by 600 laborers. The Metropolitan barbers 
have announced that they will stop work 
May 1 unless they are given a holiday Tues- 
day and two hours for luncheon and rest. 

The labor quarters here show extreme ani- 
mation. The various sections are holding 
meetings and are issuing appeals and listen- 
ing to violent speeches. During a meeting 
of 6,000 printers two of the orators coun- 
seled the stoppage of the delivery wagons of 
the mewspapers. 

Reports from the coal mining regions show 
that there are 40,000 men on strike and 14,000 
at work. 

Strikers Blamed for Fire. 

LENS; France, April 25.—Four fouring 
mille here were burned tonight. It is believed 
that they were set on fire by strikete or 
their sympathizers because the proprietors 
bad furnished flour for the troops. The au- 
thorities have adjourned the examination 
of conscripts in consequence of the strike 
agitation.

Cries or Divide, divide,” * You'll 
talk it out,” and Justice for women ” rattled 
through the grille, the white banner which 
figured at a recent meeting of woman suffra- 
gists at Albert hall, was thrust through the 
grille, unfurled, and shaken by angry hands, 
On it was the imperative Inscription: “ Votes 
for Women.” 

The house continued its laughter and this 
seemed to throw into a frenzy the suffragista, 
who resumed their shouting. One cried scorn- 
fully: “ Gr-gr-gr, you Liberty loving ud 
erals.” 


Women Driven to Street. 
‘Meanwhile the speaker had ordered the gal- 
lery cleared The appearance of police with 
an assistant deputy sergeant to remove the 
women caused a further commotion, William 
Redmond asking whether it was in accord- 
ance with decency that policemen should be 
called to expell women. , 

After much voluble protest the demon- 
strators were removed, together with several 
innocent occupants of the gallery, who, how- 
ever, were rescued by friends in the hause. 

Outside the women were forced to give 
their names and addresses to the police. 
Their leader was Miss Kenny, who recently 
caused a street scene outside the prime min- 
iater’s residence, which ended in the arrest 
of herself and three companions. In their 
basty departure the suffragists forgot their 
banner, which now is among the trophies of 
the parliamentary police. 

Barly in the day the same agitators clashed 
with the police in the streets. They had 
token positions in Ludgate hill, among the 
street hawkers, to sell women's suffrage 
pamphlets, and caused such crowds to as- 
semble that they biocked traffic.

Go to Bed at Dark. 

San Francisco goes to bed at nightfall. 
While the extremely rigid rule concerning 
lights in houses has been considerably modi- 
fied, still the general situation is considered 
by the average citizen to be so unsafe at night 
that he retires without going abroad and in 
many cases without showing a light in his 
house. : 

Many reports have been made during the 
last few days of shots fired into houses that 
showed a light and few are disposed to take 
chances. To those who have known San Fran- 
cisco in former days these statements will 
appear almost unreasonable. But San. Fran- 
cisco has gone through strenuous days since 
she was awakened on Wednesday, a week 
ago, and the light hearted spirit which has 
‘always characterized her people has fortne 
time being given place to the stern task of 
restoring her position among the cities of 
America. 

Conditions in the Hospitals.

Her name is Mrs. D. Grady and she is the 
widow of a day, her husband having died 
after the first night of exposure in the park.

Class Lines Are Ignored.

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ROOSEVELT RESCINDS ORDER. 


President Requests All Contributions of 
“Oash to Be Sent to San Francisco 
Local Relief Committee. 


Washington, dD. C., April 25.—A]] misunder- 
standing between President Roosevelt and 
the San Francisco local relief committee has 
been cleared away. The president has issued 
a proclamation urging the American people 
now to send their contributions for the alle- 
viation of the distress in San Francisco di- 
rectly to former Mayor James D. Phelan, 
chairman of the finance committee in San 
Francisco, Instead of to the American. Red 
Cross. The president pays a high tribute to 
the work accomplished by the citizens’ com- 
mittees of San Francisco, and indicates that 
the necessity for working through the Red 
Cross exclusively has passed. 

The president abo sent a message to con- 
gress today urging the immediate appropria- 
tion of $300,000 for work at the Mare island 
navy yard at San Francisco, in order that em- 
ployment may be provided for many in the 
stricken eity. He also urges the necessity 
for the appropriation of money for the re- 
establishment of an army supply station in 
San Francisco. The message follows: 

The president believes that to disburse 
government funds in paying for labor needed 
upon naval ships would be better than pro- 
miscuous charity. 

The army did not own a single one of the 
bulldings used by it in San Francisco, but 
paid an annual rental of $70,000 for them. 

The original plans have been modified 
since the earthquake, and the president today 
indorsed the altered plans, ‘which provide 
for the expenditure of $1,500,000, as against 
the 1.300.000 suggested before the éarth- 

quake and fire, in order to provide steel

Family Without Money or 
Food Gets Assistance at 
Police Station. 


DOG IS PARTY’S MASCOT. 


Animal Swims Three Miles Across 
Bay During the City’s 
Destruction. 


Wtih scarcely a dollar’s worth of property 
saved from the earthquake aud five that 
wrecked their home in San Francisco a week 
ago, five refugees last night were taken to 
the Harrison street station annex, and after 
being fed were sent to their former home in 
Long Island, N. . 

The party coneisted of Mrs. Amella Berg, 
27 Minna street, San Francisco; her daughter, 
Anna Berg; a son, John Berg, and Herbert 
Winnant and his wife, daughter of Mrs. Berg. 
While the refugees were being fed their dog, 
Sport, that accompanied them from the 
ruined city, swimming after the ferry that 
carried terror stricken passengers to Oak- 
land, was aleo cared for. Mre. Berg was 
dehied permission to take the dog on the 
ferry to Oakland, and after the ferry left 
land the animal leaped into the water, swim- 
ming three miles across San Francisco bay. 


House Is Overturned. 
Not many of those who escaped from San 
Francisco had more experiences than I had.“ 
said Mrs. Berg. Just how we got out of the 
house is something I will never be able to tell. 

“At the time the earthquake struck the 
city I was up and on the way to my son’s 
room, when the house reeléd and shook like 
a boat, and the next thing I knew the frame 
structure was turned on its side. Although 
the beds and other furniture were sent crash- 
ing around the place, we escaped to the street, 
and after attempting to save some of our be- 
longings started for the ferry. 

“The whole city was awake, and thou- 
gands, like ourselves, were hurrying blindly 
on in the direction of the bay. When the 
houses began to catch fire our progress was 
often interrupted, and we, repeatedly hur- 
ried down alleys and darkened streets to 
avoid being hemmed in by the flames. 


Put Off Train in Utah. 

“We spent two days in Oakland and then, 
because my sons were unable to obtain em- 
ployment, started for our old home in New 
York. Although we had no trouble after 
boarding the first train that carried us as far 
as Ogden, we were ordered off at that point 
because we were unawie to buy tickets.“ 

Mrs. Berg is 58 years old and lived in San 
Francisco for nearly twenty years. Her 
husband died there several years ago. Not 
a house within many blocks of the Berg 
home escaped destruction. Matron McDer- 
mott of the Harrison street annex raised a 
puree of §20 among policemen and gave it 
to the family. 

Their dog was allowed to board the train 
when railroad men learned of his long swim 
across the bay. 

I had just started to work when the shock 
came, said Berg. “I was thrown down in 
the street twice. The senbation was like try- 
ing to climb a moving stairway. I am not 
a religious man, but I went down on my knees 
and came as near praying as I ever did in my 
life.” 

Fifty-three Arrive in Chicago. 

Thirty-three destitute refugees from San 
Francisco reached Chicago over the North- 
western rafiroad in the morning. They 
were the first to come tc this city; and were 
met by Supt. Kingsley of the Chicago Aelief 
and Aid society, 51 La Salle street. A com- 
pany of twenty refugees arrived by another 
route and dispersed before the relief agents 
learned of their arrival 

Mise N M Kennedy, who had gone to Cal- 
ifornia as a tourist, had $4 in her purse when 
she arrived here. She paid her fare to Chi- 
cago. A ticket to New York was given her 
at the offices of the Relief and Ald society. 
„1 thought I liked the climate, but I 
changed my mind after the shock came,” 
said Mise Kennedy. At San Mateo, twenty- 
two miles fram San Francisco, there were 
heavy earthquake shocks on Friday. I was 
washing my hands when the tremor over- 
turned the washbowl.“ 

Supt. Kingsley of the Relief and Ald society 
is awaiting further offers of food for the suf- 
ferers who are passing through Chicago.

Kingsley’s headquarters at night are in the 
Sherman house.

MAY In UP LAKE TRADE. 
STRIKE OF UNION WORKERS IS 
THREATENED ON MAY 1.

Longshoremen and Others, Number- 
ing 20,000, Ready to Back Up the 
Demands of the Pilots, Who Ask 
Recognition— Would Stop Lumber, 
Grain, Coal, and Ore Trafic at 
Many Porte—Coal Conference Pos- 
sible, but Peace Not Near. 


Shipping on the great lakes fs facing a gen- 
eral tieup May 1 through a strike of 20,000 
longshoremen and transport workers. The 
probability of a complete blockade at the 
opening of navigation was reported yester- 
day in Chicago to be growing hourly. 

Practically every transport interest on the 
lakes will suffer seriously unless efforts bel 
made by various carriers’ associations and 
lake unions to bring peace are successful. 
Chicago, especially, will feel the loss in lum- 
ber and grain shipments. Cleveland and the 
Lake Superior ports will experience a stop- 
page in the ore and coal trade. Every port 
on the lakes will share in a tleup of general 
lake freight and passenger traffic. 

Lake Pilots Make Demands. 

Holding the key to the threatening situa- 
tion is the lake pilots’ union, which is stand- 
ing firmly for recognition from the trans- 
portation companies. The pilots are backed 
Ly the powerful longshoremen’s union, which 
comprises nearly all the loaders and boat 
hands from Duluth to Buffalo. 

The latter organization proposes to pre- 
eipitate a general strike if necessary to ob- 
tain the pilots’ demands. This means that 
practically every man working on lake steam- 
ers is awaiting orders to quit work May 1. 
Not a boat will leave port on that day it 
the strike.edict is issued from national head- 
quarters at Detroit. @ will come to 
an abrupt standstill, leaving millions of tens 
of freight on beats, docks, or in warehouses. 


2,200 Ready to Quit Here. 

In the lumber slips along the Chicago and 
Calumet rivers alone 2;200 loaders stand 
ready to strike.’ As many more grain shov- 
elers at the elevators are prepared to join 
them. The ore and steel handlers number 
nearly 10,000. In addition to these men tug 
hands, firemen, ollers, water tenders, and 
other employés are counted upon to quit. 

The transportation companies thus far have 
refused to deal with their pilots as a union. 
They have taken this ground chiefly because 
they contend that the pilots, or mates,” are 
agents of the companies rather than em- 
ployés. 

Negotiations looking toward peace have not 
yet reached the conference stage, although a 
request for a meeting to discuss the situation 
is reported to have been sent to the officials 
of the longshoremen’s union. President 
Daniel J. Keefe is expected to respond to the 
invitation for a conference and meet the offi- 
cers of the Lake Carriers’ association within 
the next few days at Cleveland. 

Settlement Impossible Now. 

The arrival in Chicago of President H. ©. 
Perry of the Illinois mineworkers served to 
allay temporarily the hostile sentiment 
caused by the employment of nonunion men 
in the mines of the O’Gara Coal company. 
Mr. Perry’s presence here revived talk of 
peace. He conferred last evening with sev- 
eral operators relative to the calling of a 
joint peace convention of operators and 
miners. The operators, however, thought 
the two sides are too far apart to permita 
settlement of the strike at this time. 

Active preparations were continued by the 
mining companies looking to the hiring of 
nonunion engineers, firemen, and pumpmen 
wherever strikes of these men are called. 
No additional walkouts were reported in 
Illinois during the day, but the shafts of the 
Rock Island Coal company in Indian ter- 
ritory became involved. Guards were placed 
about the mines to protect the properties. 


Plans an Appeal to Roosevelt. 

President W. C. Perry of the Southwestern 
Operators’ association is expected to arrive 
today from Kansas City on his way to Wash- 
ington, where he will appeal to President 
Roosevelt on the part of the mine operators 
to urge arbitration upon the miners. No 
radical move, it is said, will be made by the 
operators pending the result of the con- 
ference. 

In a statement issued by the Ilinois op- 
erators ft was asserted that only 2% per cent 
of the tonnage represented by association 
mines are operating under agreement with 
the miners, while about 34% per cent of Inde- 
pendent tonnage is being mined in the state 
by union mimers on the basis of the 1903 


wage scale.

Even President Roosevelt was .

that the steps taken in the last congress 
should be considered merely as educational 
and as preparing the country for a better 
digested and more comprehensive railroad 
policy to be passed by congress. 

Taking one date after another the record 
of the United States senate in regard to the 
railroad bill this year is not a pleasant one. 
Hearings were held by Mr. Elkins’ commit 
tee during the recess. There was ne lack of 
information on the subject. Since congress 
met, the frst Monday in December, there has 
not been submitted in either house any new 
facts or arguments bearing upon the merits 
of the case. 

Mr. Dolliver submitted a bill to the senate 
Dec. 19, which was referred to the committee 
on interetate commerce, of which Mr. Elkins 
is chairman an@ Senators Aldrich, Foraker, 
Kean, and Crane are members. That bill, 
officially brought to their attention more than 
four months ago, had been carefully con- 
sidered by the president, the attorney gen- 
eral, the interstate commerce commission, 
and other authorities on the subject. 

It was amended in a few unimportant par- 
ticulars, introduced in the house as the Hep- 
burn bill, and finally passed Feb. 6. 


Unsavory Record of Delay. 

According to the record, thie Dolliver- 
Hepburn bill was submitted to the commit- 
tee on Interstate commerce Feb. 8. It was 
considered by that committee repeatedly, and 
it was finally reported to the senate exactly 
as it came from the house with the opposi- 
tion votes of the senators who are now plead- 
ing for more time in which to consider itand 
demanding that the senate spend weeks yet 
in fruitiess debate on a measure which has 


deen officially before the senate in one way 


or another for more than four months. 

It is two months tomorrow since the Dolll- 
ver-Hepburn bill was reported without 
amendment to the senate by Mr. Tillman. 
During this period of two months the South 
Carolina senator has again and again asked 
for a vote. He has begged and pleaded and 
threatened to no avail. The same senators 
who fought the bill in the committee are stil! 
after two months of debate unwilling to al- 
low it to come to a vote. 


Aldrich Stubborn in Blockade. 


Senator Aldrich today refused to agree to 
a vote on May 14. That means that he is un- 
willing the senate should take decisive action 
on a measure recommended by the president 
of the United States and unanimously passed 
by the house of representatives three months 
ago. 

From Feb. 6, when the bill reached the 
senate, to May 14 would seem to be a long 
enough time even for a nest of constitutional 
lawyers to make up their minds, one way 
or another, but Mr. Aldrich is still standing 
im the way of a vote, and he will continue 
to stand there until he thinks he can secure 
the adoption of an amendment which will

INTERNATIONAL CHARITY. 

Secretary Taft says there was never 
more charity and sense of brotherly af- 
fection than there is today. Dowbdtless 
that is true. Men are slowly becoming 
better in spite of the frequent assertion 
that the men of this generation have few 
of the virtues of their grandfathers. But 
the fact should not be disregarded that 
there are more opportunities today to 
gratify the nobler emotions of the heart 
than ever before. 

The secretary asks if anything could 


giving for the benefit of fellow men 
evoked by the disaster in Oalifornia. If 
that disaster had happened before the 
days of telegraphs and railroads it would 
have been weeks before the news reached 
Washington, and to send relief would 
have been as slow a matter as to send it 
to an icebound polar expedition. There 
would have been no lack of sympathy. 
Every community would have been eager 
to aid, but it would have been impossible 
to give effect to charitable impulses. 

There are larger resources at the com- 
mand of charity than ever before. The 
total receipts of the national government 
in 1794 were only double the amount 
which congress has appropriated for the 
San Francisco sufferers. The generosity 
of today would have been Impossible a 
century ago. The increase in private 
means has kept pace with that in public 
means. There are more men who can 
“cast in of their abunfance” than of old, 
but their larger gifts may. be no more re- 
plete with brotherly affection than the 
smaller gifts of other years. 

Men have always been quick to relieve 
distress when it was near by and ‘they, 
knew of it. Though needy themselves, 
they have been ready to share the last 
morsel of food with a hungry neighbor. 
Whenever attention Ie called to a suffer- 
ing family aid pours in from many quar 
ters. There is a vast fund of charity 
which is dormant because it has no object 
which specially appeals to It. 

The distinguishing and most attractive 
feature of modern benevolence 16 that it 
is not parochial. It is no longer neigh- 
borhood relief. It is not. bounded by 
state lines or national lines. When the 
habitual attitude of peoples toward one 
another was that of distrust or dislike a 
calamity which visited one excited no 
active sympathy among others. The de- 
struction ef a French city would not have 
opened English purse strings. No money 
would have been raised in a Christian 
country for the relief of Jews or infidels. 
Man's humanity to man was confined 
within racial and religious limits. The 
era of international charity has begun. 
The idea of the brotherhood of man fs 
growing. The feelfng prevails that it is 
the duty ef all to minister to the sufferers 
by a tremendous calamity, and time and 
space have so shrunk that relief can be 
almost Instantaneous. The man in Lon- 
don or Calcutta who wishes to help the 
sufferers in San Francisco can give them 
money aid as quickly as ff he lived at 
Los Angeles. 

There art some reasons among many 
why the efforts of President Roosevelt to 
confine the ald for the San Francisco 
sufferers to national lines was Inoppor- 
tune and uncalled for. It was also, we 
believe, wholly unauthorized, 


“OUR ARTIST ON THE SPOT.” 

Most plays new to America are first given 
in New York City. If they make a hit 
there they are brought to Chicago after the 
managers think New York audiences are 
beginning to tire of them. A play may be 
the rage in the east, and have so long a run 
there that it may be months before it 
reaches here. The play loving public of Chi- 
cago not only ls unable to see the sensation 
of the hour but it is given no full and in- 
teresting account of the novelty and how the 
actors did their parts. 

That is an unsatisfactory condition which

It cannot hasten the advent of new plays, 
but it can tell the Chicago theatergoers all 
about them, so that they cam know what 
sort of reception should be given them when 
they arrive.

FOR A CLEAN CITY. 

The superintendent of streets has decided 
to set apart Monday, May 7, ae the time for 
a general cleaning up of streets, alleys, va- 
cant lots, and back yards throughout the 
city, and is to be assisted in carrying out 
his plan by a proclamation by the mayor in- 
viting the codperation of all good citizens. 
The annual moving season will be over by 
the date mentioned, and it is believed that a 
general response to the appeal of the mayor 
will result in a marked improvement in the 
appearance of the city. 

In no way can the individual make his 
influénce felt more easily than in the direc- 
tien of effort to keep the city clean. If 
every one wefe to use the waste paper boxes 
which are placed at nearly every corner in 
the downtown section, the amount of litter 
in the streets would be materially reduced 
aud their general aspect greatly improved. 
The influence of the neighborhood improve- 
ment societies has been marked in this line, 
for there are now many people who make it 
a rule never to throw loose papers on the 
sidewalk or street. Even where there are 
many violations of this rule it is notable 
what can be accomplished by daily care in 
picking up the waste and flying papers. 

The proposition to enlist the interest of 
the school children, with the codperation of 
the teachers, is one of the best features of 
the superintendent's plan. It is his thought 
to secure help not only in cleaning up the 
schoo] yard but also in bettering conditions 
in the vacant lots of the school neighbor.

A NEW FORM OF GRAFTING. 

The relations between some officials of 
the Pennsylvania railroad and certain 
soft coal companies have been close and 
profitable for beth, The interstate com- 
merce commission has unearthed some 
interesting facts. It has disclosed how 
railroad men can get rich on small sala- 
ries in a short time. 


at Baltimore and Philadelphia showed 
that there are eight coal companies for 
which the Pennsylvania road ships «a 
great deal of coal, and has been buying 
of them as much as forty carloads a day. 
Some of the higher officers of the road 
own stock in the coal companies. Some 
got it by purchase and others as a gift. 
Naturally, they took a lively interest in 
their coal companies and did all they 
could to get business for them. The com- 
panies were generous to minor officers of 
the road who were in a position to help 
them. The man whose duty it was to 
apportion freight cars among shippers 
saw to it that his companies always had 
all they needed. 

The eight favored companies have pros- 

pered, but the coal producers who did not 
put their stock where it would do the 
most good have been at a constant disad- 
vantage. They have not always been 
able to get cars when they needed them. 
The opening of new mines which would 
have become competitors of the eight 
lucky ones has been discouraged by rail- 
road officials who were directly interested 
in their prosperity. The railroad has lost 
the business which new mines would have 
given it, and lost also, in all probability, 
an opportunity to get on better terms the 
coal it needed. 
There is reason to believe that the 
| Pennsylvania road is not the only one 
‘where there are illicit agreements of the 
nture described. Coal is one-third of the 
total tonnage of American railroads. 80 
vast a business offers opportunities for 
grafting to unscrupulous railroad men. 
There will always be coal companies that 
will give stock, or sell it for a trifle, to 
officials who are able to do them substan- 
tial favors as regards buying or shipping 
coal, } 

Therefore, the . Interstate commerce 
commission should go on with its inter- 
esting and useful inquiries. It should lay 
‘bare the unlawful relations which exist 
between coal companies and the officials 
of the roads over which they ship their 
coal. A grand system of discriminations 
which has enriched some railroad officers 
and deprived many coal producers of the 
‘square deal to which they are entitled will 
be laid bare.

Emile de Girardin was far from being the 
only man of illegitimate birth who has played 
a notable role during the last hundred years, 
especially in France. Thus Napoleon III. 
himself had been repudiated by his mother's 
lawful husband, King Louis Bonaparte of 
Holland, who declared publicly that under 
no circumstances could he have possibly been 
his offspring. - 

His principal minister of foreign affairs, 
Count Alexandre Walewski, was the illegiti- 
mate son of the first Napoleon and of the 
Polish Countess Athanasius Walewski. The 
late duc de Morny, who was Napoleon III.’s 
principal statesman and “ fidus Achates," 
was an illegitimate son of Queen Hortense of 
Holland and of the comte de Flauhaut. 

Another iNegitimate half brother of Napo- 
leon III. who achieved great distinction in 
France during the third empire was Senator 
Baron Heckeren, who, while still an officer of 
the Chevalier guard at St. Petersburg, killed 
in a to thie day inexplicable duel the ele- 
brated Russian poet Pushkine. This led to 
his being compelled to leave St. Petersburg 
and to seek a new home in France. 

After all, when one reflects on the large 
number of houses of the aristocracy in Eu- 
rope that have been founded by men of 
illegitimate birth, the latter can no longer 
be considered altogether in the light of a 
disgrace or social disadvantage.
